History  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 


Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  selected  this 
location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this  year  the  town  was  incor- 
porated and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis 
was  re-incorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  first  town  council 
composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  common  council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the 
affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city  under  various  so-called 
charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of  government  was  estab- 
lished. While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over 
the  city's  affairs,  various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were 
provided,  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Pub- 
lic Health,  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These  boards 
were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's  business 
previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject, 
however,  in  some  cases  to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of 
expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  divided 
into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward  councilmen.  Their  term  of  office 
was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time 
there  was  also  a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the 
council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  Aldermen, 
representing  five  Aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each 
district. 

Under  the  1891  act  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and 
i  common  council  of  21  members  was  established.     Fifteen  members 
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were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to 

represent  the  city  at  large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the 
general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of  1905,  while  often 
referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment 
of  the  1891  Indianapolis  charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis 
system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The  1905  law 
increased  the  term  of  Mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  pro- 
hibited re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed 
by  the  legislature.  This  law  limits  the  number  of  councilmen  to  nine. 
The  law  provides  for  the  nomination  by  each  party  of  six  candidates, 
one  from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the 
voters  of  the  city  may  vote  for  any  nine  candidates  and  the  nine 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  are  elected.  This  law  insures  a 
minority  representation  in  the  Council  of  at  least  three  members.  In 
1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit  councilmen  to 
succ  id  themselves.

service  laundry  to  be  open  to  the  public  from  6:00  o'clock  P.M.  to 
12:00  o'clock  Midnight,  without  an  adult  attendant  being  present 
at  said  self  service  laundry. 
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Section  2.  A  self  service  laundry  shall  mean  any  premises,  build- 
ing or  installation  equipped  with  automatic  coin  operated  laundry 
or  dry  cleaning  equipment  and  shall  include  any  such  premises,  build- 
ing or  installation  as  are  commonly  known  as  coin  operated  laun- 
dromats, launderetts,  self  service  laundries,  automatic  laundries, 
coinettes,  coin  operated  laundries  or  the  like  which  are  open  to  the 
public.  The  term  self  service  laundry  shall  not  include  coin  operated 
laundry  equipment  located  in  dwelling  or  apartment  houses  which 
are  for  the  sole  purpose  and  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants  of  said 
dwelling  or  apartment  houses. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  signature  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  as  by 
law  required.

Section    4-843.     Elementary    Schools-Parking    Restrictions 

Subsection  A.  Definition:  The  term  "Elementary  School,"  when- 
ever used  in  this  section,  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  include  any 
public  or  parochial  school  within  the  city  in  which  there  are  enrolled 
any  children  from  the  Grade  of  kindergarten  or  Grade  1  through 
Grade  8,  but  such  term  shall  not  apply  to  any  public  or  parochial  high 
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school  within  this  City  regardless  of  the  grade  of  the  children  there- 
in  enrolled. 

Section  B.  Definition:  The  term  "Limited  Parking  Area — School" 
shall,  whenever  used  in  this  Section  be  held  to  mean  and  be  limited 
to  the  following: 

(l)Only  such  streets  toward  which  the  major  and  principal  door 
for  the  ingress  or  egress  of  school  children  of  an  elementary  school 
faces,  or  only  such  streets  from  which  there  is  provided  a  cement 
or  otherwise  improved  walkway  extending  directly  from  said  door 
to  said  street,  further  limited  to, 

(2)  Only  that  side  of  these  streets  referred  to  in  Sub-section 
B(l)  above  upon  which  the  Elementary  School  abuts,  and  further 
limited  to, 

(3)  Only  so  much  of  that  side  of  the  street  referred  to  in  Sub- 
section B(2)  above,  which  abuts  and  is  contiguous  with  the  property 
of  the  Elementary  School. 

Subsection  C.  There  is  hereby  created  a  "Limited  Parking  Area — 
School"  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
the  operator  of  any  vehicle,  other  than  official  public  vehicles  or 
school  buses,  to  park  such  vehicle  or  to  permit  the  same  to  be  parked 
in  the  above  defined  "Limited  Parking  Area — School,"  within  this 
City  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  A.M.  and  4  o'clock  P.M.  inclu- 
sive, on  all  days  that  said  Elementary  Schools  are  in  operation. 

Subsection  D.  No  such  parking  prohibition  shall  be  applicable 
until  the  Bureau  of  Traffic  Engineering  shall  post  reasonable  and 
adequate  signs  indicating  the  existing  and  extent  of  the  said  Limited 
Parking  Area — School,  and  the  parking  limitations  therein  imposed. 

Subsection  E.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  penalties  as  pre- 
sented in  Section  4-831  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  Indianapolis,  1951, 
as  amended.

Section  1.  That  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
is  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  an  Airport  Authority  District  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  the  Indiana  General  As- 
sembly for  the  year  1961,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring,  improving, 
operating,  maintaining  and  financing  an  airport  or  landing  fields,  and 
that  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  its  adoption  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  signing  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City, 
constitute  a  determination  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  favor  of  the 
establishment  of  an  Airport  Authority  District  under  the  provisions 
of  said  act  for  the  purposes  set  forth  therein,  as  provided  in  Sec.  2  of 
said  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1961. 

Section  2.  That  upon  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance  by  the  Marion 
County  Council  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  an  Airport  Authority 
District  under  the  provisions  of  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1961,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring,  im- 
proving, operating,  maintaining  and  financing  an  Airport  or  landing 
fields,  an  Airport  Authority  District  shall  be  and  is  established  for 
the  area  co-terminous  with  the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  of  Marion  (the  same 
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being-  the  corporate  name  of  Marion  County)  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  said  act  as  to  remonstrance  and  referendum. 

Section  3.  In  the  event  that  two  per  cent  (2%)  or  more  of  the 
registered  voters  of  Marion  County,  as  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  such  County,  shall  remonstrate  against  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  Airport  Authority  District  within  thiry  (30)  days 
following  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Common  Council,  or 
the  adoption  of  the  ordinance  by  the  Marion  County  Council,  the  ques- 
tion of  the  establishment  of  an  Airport  Authority  District  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  County  at  the  next  primary  or  general 
election.  Upon  certification  by  such  Clerk  that  a  remonstrance  was 
not  filed  by  the  required  number  of  registered  voters  and  in  the  time 
and  manner  provided  by  Section  2  of  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1961, 
or  certification  by  the  Clerk  that,  after  such  remonstrance,  the  ques- 
tion was  submitted  to  the  voters  and  received  the  affirmative  vote  of 
a  majority  of  those  voting  on  the  question,  the  Airport  Authority  Dis- 
trict shall  be  established,  effective  as  of  the  next  succeeding  January 
1  or  July  1  following  such  certification,  whichever  date  is  the  earlier. 

Section  4.  Said  Airport  Authority  District,  upon  its  establishment, 
shall  have  such  rights  and  authority  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  limi- 
tations as  are  set  forth  in  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1961. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  compliance  with  all 
laws  pertaining  thereto.

WHEREAS:  the  City  of  Indianapolis  will  be  without  sufficient  funds 
to  meet  current  expenses  for  the  year  1961  for  municipal  pur- 
poses as  provided  in  the  annual  budget  of  1960,  beyond  the  3rd

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is  authorized  to  make  sale  of  said  temporary  loan  secured  by  time 
warrants  for  said  temporary  loan  after  notice  of  the  sale  of  the

less  than  ten  (10)  days  after  the  first  publication  nor  less  than  five 
(5)  days  after  the  second  publication  of  said  notice.  Said  time 
warrants  are  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  the  City  Controller,  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  seal 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  be  attached  thereto,  and  said  time  war- 
rants shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  to  the  payment  of  said  time  warrants 
the  current  revenues  and  taxes  thus  levied  in  the  year  1960,  pay- 
able in  the  year  1961,  for  the  general  funds  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, are  hereby  irrevocably  appropriated  and  pledged,  as  is  also 
the  interest  charge  therefor.

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  has  found  and  determined  that  it  would  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  said  City  and  its  citizens  to  provide  a  street  widening 
and  improvement  program,  and  has  further  determined  and  esti- 
mated the  cost  of  such  improvement  including  incidental  and  pre- 
liminary expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  connection  therewith, 
including  the  issuance  of  bonds  on  account  thereof  will  be  in  the 
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approximate  sum  of  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($2,500,000.00),  and 

WHEREAS,  said  Board  of  Public  Works  adopted  a  resolution  May 
11,  1961,  Miscellaneous  Resolution  No.  655,  requesting  an  appro- 
priation in  the  amount  of  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($2,500,000.00)  for  said  purpose,  which  request  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Controller  with  the  recommendation  that 
the  funds  necessary  to  cover  such  appropriation  be  obtained  by 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Council  now  finds  that  the  City  has  no  funds  avail- 
able or  provided  for  in  the  existing  budget  and  tax  levy  which 
may  be  applied  upon  said  street  improvement  program,  therefore

That  the  sum  of  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($2,500,000.00),  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  the  proceeds  from  the  bonds  heretofore  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  sold  by  the  Common  Council  and  designated  as  "City  of  Indian- 
apolis Street  Improvement  Bonds  of  1961,"  for  the  use  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  to 
pay  the  cost  of  the  program  for  street  widening  and  improvement  as 
called  for  by  the  Board  of  Works  Miscellaneous  Resolution  No.  655, 
May  11,  1961,  together  with  the  preliminary  and  incidental  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  connection  therewith,  including  the  cost  of 
issuance  of  bonds  on  account  thereof.  Said  funds  are  hereby  appro- 
priated to  the  following  special  fund  to  be  known  and  designated  as 
"Street  Improvement  Bond  Fund  of  1961,"  for  the  uses  and  purposes 
hereinabove  set  forth.

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INTRODUCTION  OF  GENERAL  ORDINANCES 

Budget  for  1962 

By  the  Mayor: 

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  80,  1961 

AN  ORDINANCE  creating  the  annual  budget  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1962,  and 
ending  December  31,  1962,  establishing  the  salaries  fixed  or  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  prior  to  August  1,  1961,  as  provided  by  law 
appropriating  monies  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
and  all  outstanding  claims  and  obligations  of  the  several  depart- 
ments and  officials  of  the  city  government;  and  fixing  and  estab- 
lishing the  annual  rate  of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1961  for  each  fund  for  which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  this   ordinance  shall  take   effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1962,  and 
ending  December  31,  1962,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.  Such  sums  herein 
appropriated  shall  be  held  to  include  all  expenditures  authorized  to 
be  made  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and 
provided  by  law.  The  salaries  established  thereon  are  those  fixed  or 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  as  provided  for  by  law  prior  to  August 
1,  1960. 

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  the  General  Funds  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  columns  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  and 
"Parking  Meter,"  the  sums  as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for 
the  purposes  herein  named. 

(b)     That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be  re- 
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ceived  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during-  the  fiscal  year  1961  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  all  available  balances  therein, 
and  constituting  a  "Special  Fund"  for  the  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  streets  and  bridges  within  said  city,  for  policing  and 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as  provided 
by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any  special 
levy  of  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed, 
"Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Commissioner,  Traffic  Engi- 
neer, Municipal  Garage,  Park  Department  and  Police  Department, 
to  said  departments  of  said  city  for  uses,  germane  to  the  purpose 
of  said  special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter  set 
out  in   said   schedules   of   said   departments. 

(c)  That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  parking  meter  receipts  during  the  year  1961  and  all 
available  balances  in  said  Fund,  constituting  a  special  parking  meter 
fund  under  the  heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  for  purchase,  instal- 
lation, relocation,  removal  and  repair  of  parking  meters  and  the 
records  and  personnel  incidental  thereto,  together  with  the  personnel 
and  costs  of  installation  and  maintenance  of  traffic  signals,  tow-in 
trucks,  snow  plows,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  public  streets  and 
places  whereon  parking  meters  are  located  and  all  streets  or  avenues 
intersecting  or  connected  therewith  and  for  off  street  parking  facili- 
ties and  which  special  fund  does  not  involve  a  general  tax  levy  for 
said  city,  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  and  allocated  under  the 
heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  to  the  departments  hereinafter  desig- 
nated as  using  parking  meter  funds,  namely,  Departments  of  Fi- 
nance, Off  Street  Parking,  Traffic  Engineer,  Department  of  Works, 
Administration  and  Street  Commissioner,  and  for  the  parking  meter 
operating    division    itself.

or  employee  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any 
item,  or  by  any  ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested 
right  to  receive  such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may 
be  accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  a  statute.  Control  as  to  any 
decease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over 
the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason.

mode,  manner,  or  form  in  which  such  work  shall  be  done  and 
maintained  by  him;  and  be  further  conditioned  that  he  will  in- 
demnify and  save  harmless  and  free  from  all  loss,  damages,  ex- 
penses, claims,  demands  and  judgments,  the  city  and  any  party 
in  interest  under  such  contract,  arising  from  any  negligence  of 
such  person,  or  of  those  employed  by  him,  in  doing  and  main- 
taining such  work,  or  in  furnishing  and  using  any  materials 
therefor,  or  in  failing  to  comply  with  all  requirements  of  the 
commissioner  of  buildings,  or  city  civil  engineer,  and  with  all 
statutes,  or  provisions  of  this  code,  or  of  any  later  ordinance, 
relating  to  or  controlling  such  work. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  compliance  with  all 
laws  pertaining  thereto.

AN  ORDINANCE  creating  the  annual  budget  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1962,  and 
ending  December  31,  1962,  establishing  the  salaries  fixed  or  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  prior  to  August  1,  1961,  as  provided  by  law- 
appropriating  monies  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
and  all  outstanding  claims  and  obligations  of  the  several  depart- 
ments and  officials  of  the  city  government;  and  fixing  and  estab- 
lishing the  annual  rate  of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1962  for  each  fund  for  which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  this   ordinance   shall  take   effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1962,  and 
ending  December  31,  1962,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.  Such  sums  herein 
appropriated  shall  be  held  to  include  all  expenditures  authorized  to 
be  made  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and 
provided  by  law.  The  salaries  established  thereon  are  those  fixed  or 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  as  provided  for  by  law  prior  to  August 
1,  1961. 

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  the  General  Funds  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  columns  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  and 
"Parking  Meter,"  the  sums  as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for 
the  purposes  herein  named. 

(b)     That  from  the  monies   anticipated  and  estimated   to   be  re- 
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ceived  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during  the  fiscal  year  1962  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  all  available  balances  therein, 
and  constituting  a  "Special  Fund"  for  the  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  streets  and  bridges  within  said  city,  for  policing  and 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as  provided 
by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any  special 
levy  of  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed, 
"Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Commissioner,  Traffic  Engi- 
neer, Municipal  Garage,  Park  Department  and  Police  Department, 
to  said  departments  of  said  city  for  uses,  germane  to  the  purpose 
of  said  special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter  set 
out  in   said   schedules   of   said   departments. 

(c)  That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  parking  meter  receipts  during  the  year  1962  and  all 
available  balances  in  said  Fund,  constituting  a  special  parking  meter 
fund  under  the  heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  for  purchase,  instal- 
lation, relocation,  removal  and  repair  of  parking  meters  and  the 
records  and  personnel  incidental  thereto,  together  with  the  personnel 
and  costs  of  installation  and  maintenance  of  traffic  signals,  tow-in 
trucks,  snow  plows,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  public  streets  and 
places  whereon  parking  meters  are  located  and  all  streets  or  avenues 
intersecting  or  connected  therewith  and  for  off  street  parking  facili- 
ties and  which  special  fund  does  not  involve  a  general  tax  levy  for 
said  city,  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  and  allocated  under  the 
heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  to  the  departments  hereinafter  desig- 
nated as  using  parking  meter  funds,  namely,  Departments  of  Fi- 
nance, Off  Street  Parking,  Traffic  Engineer,  Department  of  Works, 
Administration  and  Street  Commissioner,  and  for  the  parking  meter 
operating    division    itself.

be  accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  a  statute.  Control  as  to  any 
decease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over 
the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason. 

(b)  The  mayor,  in  his  discretion,  may  at  any  time  and  for  any 
reason,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  executive  department  to 
another,  where  not  otherwise  limited  by  statute,  and  the  amount  of 
compensation  of  such  employee  shall  remain  at  the  sum  payable  by 
this  budget  in  such  prior  position,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  in  writ- 
ing by  the  mayor  and.  thereupon  approved  by  the  Common  Council. 

(c)  Any  such  transfers  of  positions  or  reassignments  of  duties 
shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  further  control  and  orders  of  the  re- 
spective executive  department,  or  the  mayor;  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  compensation  specified  in  this  budget  for  all  such  positions 
and  duties,  in  the  one  or  more  executive  departments  so  affected,  shall 
not  be  exceeded  in  fixing  or  paying  any  such  compensation  along  with 
that  of  all  other  such  employees  therein. 

Section  7.  That  the  auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  be  and  he 
is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  place  all  such  tax  levies  upon  the

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WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana 
(herein  called  the  "Governing  Body"),  understands  that  the  In- 
dianapolis Redevelopment  Commission  proposes  to  undertake  and 
carry  out  without  Federal  financial  assistance  under  Title  1  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  an  urban  renewal  project 
of  the  character  contemplated  by  said  Title  1  in  that  certain  area, 
proposed  as  an  urban  renewal  area,  situated  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, County  of  Marion,  and  State  of  Indiana,  and  described 
as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  East 
Michigan  Street  and  the  east  line  of  North  Hudson  Street 
in  said  City;  thence  north  on  and  along  the  east  line 
of  Hudson  Street  to  Ft.  Wayne  Avenue;  thence  north- 
easterly along  the  southeast  line  of  Fort  Wayne  Avenue 
to  East  10th  Strete;  thence  easterly  along  the  south 
line  of  East  10th  Street  to  the  first  alley;  thence  south- 
erly along  the  west  side  of  the  first  alley  west  of  East 
Street  to  Sahm  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the  west 
line  of  the  first  alley  west  of  East  Street  to  the  south 
plat  line  of  East  9th  Street;  thence  westerly  to  the 
west  line  of  Cleveland  Street;  thence  southerly  along 
the  west  line  of  Cleveland  Street  to  the  south  plat  line  of 
East  North  Street;  thence  westerly  to  the  west  plat  line 
of  the  first  alley  east  of  New  Jersey  Street;  thence 
southerly  along  the  west  line  of  the  first  alley  east  of 
New  Jersey  Street  to  Massachusetts  Avenue;  thence 
southwesterly  along  the  northwest  plat  line  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  East  Michigan  Street;  thence  westerly  along 
the  north  plat  line  of  East  Michigan  Street  to  Hudson 
Street  or  the  place  of  beginning. 

WREREAS,  it  is  desirable  and  in  the  public  interest  that  the  Indi- 
anapolis Redevelopment  Commission  undertake  and  carry  out 
said    urban    renewal    project;    and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  that  mortgage  insurance  under  Section 
220  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended,  be  made  available 
in  connection  with  this  undertaking  in  the  project  area  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  redevelopment,  conservation,  or  rehabilitation  of 
said  project  area;   and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  recognized  that,  in  order  for  such  mortgage  insur- 
ance to  be  made  available,  it  is  necessary  that  the  following  re- 
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quirements   of  Federal  law  be  met: 

1.  The  project  area  must  be  an  urban  renewal  area  as  de- 
fined in  Title  1  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  in  a 
community  respecting  which  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Ad- 
ministrator has  made  the  certification  to  the  Federal  Housing

2.  An  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  as  defined  in  said  Title  1,  must 
be  approved  for  the  project  area  by  the  Governing  Body  and  by 
the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator,  and  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Administrator  must  certify  to  the  Federal 
Housing  Commissioner  that  such  Plan  conforms  to  the  general 
plan  for  the  Locality  as  a  whole  and  as  a  whole  and  that  there 
exist  the  necessary  authority  and  financial  capacity  to  assure  the 
completion  of  such  Urban  Renewal  Plan;  and

presently  in  effect;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Redevelopment  Commission  has  made 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  structures,  land  use, 
environmental  influences,  and  social,  cultural,  and  economic  con- 
ditions of  the  project  area  and  has  determined  that  the  area  is  a 
blighted  and  deteriorated  area  because  of  (a)  that  the  housing 
accommodations  in  such  area  are  to  a  large  extent  unsanitary  and 
unsage,  and  that  the  use  of  the  same  causes  an  increase  in  and 
spread  of  disease  and  crime,  constituting  a  menace  to  the  health, 
safety,  morals  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  such  cities  and  the 
state  at  large;  (b)  that  the  conditions  existing  in  such  area  neces- 
sitate excessive  and  disproportionate  expenditures  of  public  funds 
for  crime  prevention  and  punishment,  public  health  and  safety, 
fire  and  accident  protection,  and  other  public  services  and  fa- 
cilities, and  impair  the  value  of  property  in  surrounding  areas; 
(c)  that  the  clearance,  replanning  and  redevelopment  of  such 
of  the  land  within  such  area  so  as  to  best  serve  the  interests 
blighted  area  is  a  public  and  governmental  function  which  can- 
not be  accomplished  through  the  ordinary  operations  of  private

7.  That  the  governing  body  hereby  pledges  that,  through  the  In- 
dianapolis Redevelopment  Commission  it  will  furnish  such  assistance 
as  may  be  required  to  facilitate  and  assist  the  rehousing  of  families 
displaced  from  the  urban  renewal  area  into  housing  that  needs  the 
City  of  Indianapolis'  housing  standards. 

8.  That,  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate  the  effectuation 
of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  hereby  approved,  it  is  found  and  de- 
termined that  certain  official  action  must  be  taken  by  the  Governing 
Body  with  reference,  among  other  things,  to  changes  in  zoning;  the 
enforcement  of  local  ordinances,  codes,  and  regulations  governing  the 
zoning,  building  construction,  use,  and  occupancy  of  dwelling  ac- 
commodations and  establishing  the  minimum  standards  to  be  en- 
forced with  in  the  urban  renewal  area;  the  possible  vacating  and 
closing  of  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  ways;  the  possible  es- 
tablishment of  new  street  patterns;  the  provision,  location,  and  re- 
location of  sewer  and  water  mains  and  other  public  facilities;  and 
other  public  action;  and,  accordingly,  the  Governing  Body  hereby 
(a)    pledges    its    cooperation    and    financial    resources    in    helping    to 
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carry  out  such  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  (b)  pledges  that  the  public 
improvements  required  by  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  be  provided 
when  and  as  needed.,  (c)  pledges  that  it  will  enforce  local  ordinance 
and  regulations  governing  the  zoning,  building  construction,  use,  and 
occupancy  of  dwelling  accommodations  and  establishing  the  minimum 
standards  to  be  enforced  within  the  urban  renewal  area,  (d)  agrees 
that  not  less  than  said  minimum  standards  will  be  maintained  in 
the  project  area  for  the  life  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  (e)  requests 
the  various  officials,  departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  having  responsibilities  with  respect  to  the  project 
and  the  project  area  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  and  to  exercise 
their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a  ready  manner  consistent 
with  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  and  (f)  stands  ready  to  consider  and 
take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed  to 
further  effectuate  said  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hasbrook,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mori- 
arty  the  Common  Council  adjourned  at  8: 40  P.M.
